REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 31, 32 and 35-37 are allowable because the prior art fails to teach or suggest the 
Gray code multiplexer comprising "a first multiplexer receiving two of the one or more oscillator 
signals, wherein the two of the one or more oscillator signals have approximately a 180 degree 
phase shift with respect to each other; and a second multiplexer receiving another two of the 
one or more oscillator signals, wherein the another two of the one or more oscillator signals have 
approximately a 180 degree phase shift with respect to each other" (figures 3 and 6).
